Cuicaao, September 1.

Brown, the liberator, at Farwell Hall 
last night, in connection with an effort 
to raise money to buy hera homestead 
in California, was attended by about 
1,000 persons. The address of the 


evening was delivered by the State's 
Attorney L. L. Miils, Reminiscences 
of John Brown were presented in per 
son or by letter by Allan Pinkerton, 
H. B. Hurd, Lebisa Eastman, Dr. S. 
Willard and other conductors on th: 
underground railway in slavery days 
Phe exercises were protracted to a 
late honr, and closed with singing 
John Brown's Body,” by the assem-- 
bled people. It is impossible as yet 
to give even an approximate estimate 
of the amount realized, but it is prob- 
ably quite a handsome sum. The 
night was rainy and many bought 
tickets who were not present. One of 
the most interesting reminiscences 
was from a letter from Allen Pink- 
erton, the well-known detective, who 
‘old how one day John Brown, on 
whose head a price had been set. 
came to his house in Chicago with 
‘bout 100 fugitive slaves, on thei: 
way to Canada. Brown demanded 
help for them. Pinkerton managed 
to get the use of acar on the Michi 
zan Central railroad, and then went 
into a political meeting and cellected 
over $500 to help them along. They 
were guietly hustled into the car and 
landed safely io the dominion. 


Trial of One of the James Gang. 
Huntsviit1Ez, Ala., Aug. 31. 
The most iateresting attraction in 
Huntsville to-day is the trial of Dick 
Little, which begun before Commis 
sioners Bone and McCullough. The 
prisoner came in early, evidently io 


the best of spirits. The court room 
was filled to overflowing. The firs! 
witness called was Mrs. Jesse James. 
who was examined at length. It was 
developed in the first part of the tes 
timony that Frank and Jesse James. 
with their families, lived in Nashville 
from November, 1880, until the latte 
part of March, 1881. Her statements 
were not at all damaging to Little, and.

Loing the rounds of the press about 
her returning the watch to Mr. Dor- 
sey in Philadelphia. She indignantly 
denied doing so, but claimed that Lit- 
tle stole this watch and returned it in 
her name. Alex. G. Smith, the map 
robbed, was next examined. and gave 
his story of the robbery, Other wit- 
nesses were examined, but nothing 
important was brought out.

At the evening session of the con- 
vention M. M. Estee and Mayor Blake 
of San Francisco, Joseph Russ of 
Humboldt, and James McM. Shafter 
were placed in nomination tor Gover- 
nor. 

The convention then adjourned till 


to-morrow. 


SACRAMENTO, Sept. 1. 
Upon reconvening, a resolution was 
adopted that each candidate except 
for Justices appear to iodorse the 
resolutions. Estee walked up the 


centre aisle on the arm of Horace 
Davis. Loui cheers of applause 
greeted the candidate. 

When the railroad plank was 
reached, Purks offered an amendment 
atriking out the clauses relative toa 
reduction of rates, the contract sys— 
tem and interest rate, which were reg- 
ulated by Congress. A long debate 
easued. Park and Johnson of Sacra- 
mento spoke in favor of the amend- 
ment. Chamberlain opposed it. 
Shafter of Marin, by consent of the 
Chairman and Convention, made a few 
corrections in the phraseology of the 
railroad plank. Pixley of San Fran- 
cisco asked Shafter as a lawyer 
whether it was possible for a court or 
legislature to provide against a corpo- 
ration makivg a contract with mer- 
chante, Shafter replied that it would 
be lawful’ for the Legislature to de- 
clare such contract illegal and not to 
be forced. Swift of Sreramento said 
it was the opinion of the Committee 
on Platform that such contracts, b 
restraing competition upon sea an 
rivers, were invalid because of facts 
at common law. The amendment 
was rejected and the railroad plank 
adopted, : : 

Oa reaching the anti-slickens plenk 
Walling of Nevada said the matter 
should be left to the courts, and offer- 
ed the following substitute: 

“ Resolved, That all questions of in- 
jury arising between agriculturists and 
miners should be left to adjudication 
uf the courts.“ 

Drury Melone moved to strike out 
the whole resolution. A long discus- 
sion followed between Jewett of 
Marysville, Roberts of Nevada, Che- 
ney of Los Angeles, Nelson of Hum- 
holdt, Moulton of Colusa, Reed cf 
Culaveras, Bond of Nevada, and others,

| “Nominations for Governor being in 
order Horace Davis nominated M. M. 
Ester, dwelling especially upon his 
anti-monopoly record. The nomina- 
tion was received with long continued 
applause aud cheers. 

inan of Alameda nominated 
M. ©. Blake. Barnes of San Fran- 
Ciro seconded the nomination in a 
reviewing Blake's clear record 
as a jurist and public official. Cham- 
no of Humboldt nominated Jo- 
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the nomination of Estee. Sears of 
Marin sechuded the nemination of 
MeM. Snafter in a telling speech, 
which created unlooked-for enthusi- 


asm. 

Mr. Estee, in his speech before the 
ballot, unréservedly endorsed the 
platform and scored the railroad com- 
pany in @ most vigerous manner as A 
menace to the liberties of tne people, 
commercial freedom aud the equal 
distribution of the burdens of govero- 
ment. He had made no promises, be 
had not spent a dollar to secure the 
nemioation and would not do it to se 
cure electiun. He pledged himself to 
the faithful performauce ofduty. He 
then concluded by thanking the Con- 
vention at some length, aud saying 
that he had no enmity against anyone, 
and-believed that the campaign would 
be a successful one. 

Mayor Blake, speaking befcre the 
ballot, approved the platform in its 
entirety. He believed the people 
needed protection more than corpora- 
tions. He had no intimacy with the 
railroad magnates and had received 
no favors from them. He would make 
no pledges except to the convention 
and the people. He referred to his 
public record as his best claim to 
nomination. 

Russ said he was no orator and 
would not inflict a speech on the con- 
vention. He was pledged to no one, 
and endorsed every word of the plat- 
form. 

Shafter spoke at some length in an 
amusing style, saying that ubout 2,000 
persons had fold him he ought to be 
Governor and United States Senator, 
but they never voted for him. 

The convention then proceeded to 
ballot. 

On the first ballot, corrected with- 
changes, Estee received 238, Biake 
202, Shafter 11, Russ2. The nom- 
ination was made unanimous on 
motion of Barnes, A scene of wild 
cheering ensued. 

Before the vote was announced 
Colusa changed two for Estee; Modoc 
from Russ to Estee; Santiago three 
votes from Russ to E-tee, but one from 
Shafter to E-tee; Del Norte from Russ 
to Estee; Humboldt from Russ to 
Estee; Merced one vote from Blake to 
Estee, 

Fot Lieutenant Governor, the fol- 
lowing were plxced in nomination:
